Meanwhile the “Reform Daily 
Nows." published by Japanese

tulerance and devotion of the 
higher officials entrusted with its 
administration, as opposdd to the 
system of administration, that we 
can count upon ay many public- 
spirited members of the cum- 
munity as we do. And our cor- 
respondent makes his point, Lf 
we desire for Hong Kong a com- 
munity of goed citizens, then we 
inust begin at the right cad, and 
work along new lines, prepared 
fur heavy labour, if need be, and 
discouragements. This implies 
the grant of direct participation 
in the machinery of government, 
in some form or other, and the 
establishment of measure of self- 
government, starting from bclew, 
upwards, The proposal that dis- 
trict councils be established, with 
power to exercise certain munici- 
pal functions, has a very strong 
appeal for that reason. There 
can be no question at this stage 
in the Colony's development of 
direct election to the Legislative 
Council “in the absence of any 
generally acceptable franchise fer- 
roula, but if the foundations of 
public participation in govern 
ment are truly laid, on a practi- 
cable scale, that, too, will come 
Jin time.

Konoye, three times Premier 
of Japan who committed suicide 
to avoid arrest gs oa suapected 
war criminal, related that nego- 
tiation which had been going on 
since April halted when Ger- 
many attacked Russia in July of 
1941, 

It was not the first timo in 
Konoye's memdirs that be laid 
the blame for difficulties with 
the United States on Matsuoka, 
whose arrest also was ordered 
by General MacArthur. 

Matsuoka prevented Japanese 
aceaptance of an American peace 
plan enrly in 1941 and stalled the 
conversations fur aight days while 
he sought,to learn Germany's at- 
tltude on the negotiations, 

Konoye sald Japan was eur- 
prised by the German attack on 
Russia and jndigated atrongly that 
Japan, although a member of the 
tripartite (Axis) pact, was not 
advised in advance, 

With the negotiations halted, 
Konoye's memoirs continue, Pre. 
sident Roosevelt sent him a mes- 
sage asking for definite word te- 
futing reports thnt “Japan will 
start military action against the 
Soviet.” 

U.S. Ambassadur Grew delivered 
the note direct to Konoye, the 
former Premier wrote, and that 
angered the by-passed foreign 
Minister, 

AGGRESSORS' COHORTS 

Konoye assured Mr, Roosevelt 
Japun would not move aofainst 
Russin (the cabinet already had 
met and decided not to start action, 
“for che time being.) But he pald| 
he took the opportunity to ask if 
the United States “really hps in- 
tentions of entering the European 
War.” 

To this question, Konoye wrote. 
the President replied on Aug, 16 
that “the motivation of the right 
of self defence against Germany is 
natural.” 

The note continued—"sarcasti- 
cally” Konoyo thought—that “at 
this time the United States will re- 
gard those who force the United 
States to stand by idly as the 
cohorts of tho armed aggressors.’ 

Konoye satd that carlier_in July 
Matsuoka went to Emperor 
Hirohito and made this statement: 

“To-day, with the German- 
Soviet war having started. Ja- 
pan should cooperate with Ger- 
many and attack the Soylet Union. 
Por this it 1s best to hold back 
temporarily from tho southern.Re- 
gions, but we will have to fight 
s00n, wo 

It was in this atmoaphere of dis-' 
Dleasure and uncertainty, Konoye 
sold, that negotiation, were resum- 
od with the United States.

GOOD FAITH. 


Konoyo sought to elarify Ja- 
pan'’s position by writing a note to 
Matsuoka. He told his foretgn| 
Minister “that tinitil tho Russian 
problom was settled, no show of 
force should be mado in the south 
Pacific and “from this viewpoint it 
would bo good to suspend such 
action as occupying French Indo- 
China,” 

AMERICAN HELP 

Konoye declared tt was impera- 
tive that Japan obtain American 
help in filling sore needs for vari- 
ous materials, and that it was im- 
portant to begin immediate peace 
negotiations with Chungking 
through United States help. 

Matsuoka replied he was in, 
fundamental agreement and said 
that, “from to-day I will think of 
the American problem scriously.” 

Konoye wrote that the United 
States in returning a reviaed 
negutation plan on June 21, 1941, 
deleted o Japanese proposal that 
the two countries co-operate in 
mediating the European War. 

In Ronoye's view, that “implied 
that the United States would un- 
til the very ond drive ahead for 
the destruction of Germany.” 

H@ also interproted the revision 
as pecking an understanding from 
Jopan that whould the United 
States onter tho war on “being 
‘provoked’ by Germany, Japan 
would not take up arms.” 

The United States also told 
Konoye ‘in an oral ptatement “it 
had been ascertajned” that some 
Jopanose in Influential goyernment 
positions had pvledsred “to support 
National-Soclalist Germany and 
its_conquering policy.” 

That, said the late Prince. mado 

tsuoka “Increasingly more un- 
cooperative,” and he demanded 
that tho norotiationg with the 
United States be cut off.
